Tight Floors for Sheep-Sheds. 


A correspondent asks if it will be safe 


for the sheep to bo kept in sheds with 
tight lloors, so as to save liquid and 
solid droppings. 


Wo have known manyjcases whom this 


has been safely accomplished, with no 
ill to tho feet or general health of tho 
sheep. 
A few inches of refuse straw is 


plaeed upon tho tloor, which will absorb 
tho liquid droppings from the sheep for 
several weeks, when tho solid droppings 
will have formed u covering over the 
straw. Then an occasional Jittering 
will keep it dry. 
The solid droppings 


of sheop are much drier than tho drop- 
pings of cattle, and with proper atten- 
tion a small amount of litter will keep 
it compivrativuly dry. 
In many locali- 


ties, saw-dust is easily obtained, and a 
Iliiu layer of saw-dust will help very 
much to keep tho bed dry. 
One of tho 


best litters, however, is straw run 
through a cutter. This keeps the wool 
eleau, and furnishes a poms bedding. 
It is not much labor on farms where a 
power cutter is kept to prepare tho 
straw, and then tlie manure is so much 
I'sisiur handled. 
Tho celebrated Mocui 


kept sheep upon slatted lloors above u 
cnncrcto bottom. 
He did this because 


he fed all his straw, and this kept tho 
sheop clean and dry without bedding. 
Where sheep lire 
kept upon truck 


farmt, especially to increase tho manure, 
this would probably bo a wise plan. 
Slats or deals were set one inch apart, 
and made in sections about three feet 
wide, so the floor could bo removed in a 
lew minutes, to render it easy to get at 
tho 
droppings under, for removal.—

boon said: "A good grooming is worth 
four f[iiar*i of oats." Feed liberally, 
but do not overfeed. 
Feed regularly, 


and see Unit the team 1ms its breakfast, 
dinner and supper, before you havo 
your own. 
It is poor policy to give 


horses no grain until they aro about to 
do some nard job, or ft season's bard 
work. 
Over-feeding witbjgrain or grass 


causes derangement of the digestion. 
Imperfect 
digestion means impaired 


usefulness in the long run. 
A horso 


•will do more on oats thau on corn. Corn 
will prepare a horse for labor, but oats 
make a bettor ration during hard work. 
Oil and starch in corn make it an unde- 
sirable summer food; it is heating. Old 
hay, cut and mixed with a little bran 
or a little meal, makes a good work ra- 
tion; if olunay is not plenty, food newly 
curotl clover or timothy. 
Give an occa- 


sional feed of roots, apples and the like; 
they afford a variety and help diges- 
tion. 


If at all possible, let the team during 


hard summer work drink once in tho 
forenoon and once ia the afternoon, be- 
sides at their regular meals. Judga 
them somewhat by yourself. Sec that 
tho breast and shoulders do not chafe. 
To prevent it, take care to have well- 
fitting collars, Bnd bathe the shoulder^ 
with cool water on returning from the 
field.— American Agriculturist.

A MIDMIQHT FIKE. 


J. W. Baker's Stock of Goods Damaged 


$4,OOO to $5,OOO. 


Smoke was discovered issuing from J. 


W. Baker's boot and shoe store in Powers' 
Block soon after 12 o'clock last night, and 
,he alarm of Cre was soon sounded, oall- 
ng out the volunteer fire department. 
When the men arrived tho long room was 
completely filled with smoke, and it was 
m possible for some minutes for the fire- 
men to enter for fear of suffocation. The 
IOBO companies threw in water liberally 
and finally squelched tho firo which start- 
ed near the stovo and found fuel among 
joxes, papers and fine shoes. About $2,- 
500 worth of shoos were burned, and the 
water damaged the remainder of the 
stock to the extent of $2,000 or $2,500, 
making a total loss of about $5,000. 


The cause of the fire is attributed to 


eho falling of the rather long and crooked 
stove pipe. There was a firo in the stove, 
and the sparks falling among papers 
either came out of the pipe ns it broke 
and fell or from the open line. 


The stock was insured with Smiok & 


Carter for 85,000. 


Mr. Baker will probably leaiime busi- 


ness aa soon as his loss is adjusted.

was fortunate that the firemen were on 
time, for the entire block was in danger 
of destruction.
